To the County Council of East Sussex. 


THE VISITING COMMITTEE have the pleasure to 
submit their Report for the past year :— 


The general health of the patients has been remark- 
ably good, and no case of infectious disease or serious 
accident has occurred, but sickness amongst the staff 
has, incidental to intense and prolonged heat, been 
somewhat above the average. 


No death has occurred necessitating the holding of 
a coroner’s inquest. 


In December last the Committee were successful in 
arranging a reception contract with West Sussex for 
the reception of 25 male and to female patients, but 
in March last, owing to the West Sussex Asylum | 
rapidly filling, 10 males and 10 females were returned 
to Haywards Heath. There are now 14 males at 
Chichester under the contract. 


In consequence of the Committee having arranged 
the contract with West Sussex, notice was given to 
determine the contract with Fisherton House, where 
the charge was igs. 3d. per head per week, and on 
the 19th of January last the patients, 1g in number, 
were safely returned to Haywards Heath. 
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Asa result of the extension of the County Borough 
of Hastings on the gth November last, 25 patients 
chargeable to those portions of the Unions of Battle 
and Hastings, which were then absorbed into the 
County Borough, became chargeable to the Council of 
that Authority. These patients have since remained 
at Haywards Heath at a charge of 14s. a week each. 
The Visiting Committee have no reception Contract 
with Hastings, but reasonable notice requiring the 
removal of the patients can be given at any time if 
occasion requires. | 


The District Auditor on the 4th December last 
completed the audit of the accounts for the year ended 
31st March, 1897, and on the 23rd July last that for 
the year ended 31st March, 1898, and in both reports 
refers favourably to the correctness of the books. 


The principal work undertaken in connection with 
the Asylum buildings, in addition to the carrying out 


of ordinary repairs, has been the thorough redecoration 


and painting of the Sanatorium, which has been for 
some time past occupied by female patients. 


The new Lunacy Bill, introduced into Parliament 
by the Lord Chancellor, has been considered by the 
Visiting Committee, and their views have already 
been reported to -the Council, and action has also 
been taken by the Council. The Bill has since been 
withdrawn. | 

In consequence of the continued increase of patients, 
the Visiting Committee, subsequent to the amalgama- 
tion of Chailey and Lewes Unions, instituted inquiries 
as to the probability of being able to obtain accommo- 
dation in Chailey Workhouse, but the Guardians 


c 


were unable to entertain the proposal. It therefore 
became pressing that further accommodation should 
be provided, and as the Committee were unable to 
arrange further reception contracts, they, in August 
last, decided to proceed with the erection of temporary 
buildings sanctioned by the County Council in Novem- 
ber, 1897. Tenders were invited, and that of Messrs. 
Hawkins and Co., of Ashford, Middlesex, was accepted, 
and the work is now in progress. 


The Commissioners in Lunacy have visited the 
Asylum twice during the year, viz., in November last 
and in April last, and their reports were of a satis- 
factory nature. 


The Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1897, has 
received the consideration of the Visiting Committee, 
and, as a result, it has been decided to insure the 
artisans and laundry employees against liability under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1897, the Employers’ 
Liability Act, 1880, and at Common Law. 


Deputations from Boards of Guardians within the 
contributing areas have visited the Asylum during the 
year, and in each instance a gratifying report has _ 
been made. 


The Statutory inspections of the Asylum have been 
periodically made by members of the Committee, and 
the results recorded in the Visitors’ Book. 


The Committee have every reason to be satisfied 
with the management of the Institution by Dr. C. E. 
Saunders, and with the conduct of his Medical 
colleagues, and the officers generally. The conduct of 
the nurses and attendants has been good.

The discharges were 133, of whom 65 were males 
and 68 females. After a correction has been made 
for 48 transferred to other Asylums, there remain 85 
to be accounted for, and these were equal to 31°4 
per cent. of the Admissions. 


Of the 65 males who were discharged, 16 had 
recovered, 18 were discharged to the care of friends, 
31 were transferred to other Asylums either under 
contract or on adjudication orders. 


Of the 68 females, 35 had recovered, 16 were dis- 
charged relieved to the care of friends, and 17 were 
transferred to other Asylums. 


One hundred and one deaths occurred, viz.: 41 
males and 60 females. Of the total deaths, nine 
were due to phthisis, 13 to bronchitis or pneumonia, 
7 to heart disease, 13 to progressive paralysis, 12 
to old age and the remaining 47 to various forms 
of brain disease and other constitutional disorders.

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The. mean age at-death was: 53,1, viz.: 52.3 for 
males and 53.6 for females. 


The total number of patients under treatment was 
1,134, and the death rate on this number is 8.9 per 
cent. Based on the average daily number resident 
the death rate is 11.6 per cent.—11.4 for males and 
11.8 for females. 


Every death was, according to Statute, reported to 
the Coroner, but in only one was an inquest held, 
and death in this case was found to be due to 
natural causes. 


One birth occurred—the patient being pregnant 
when admitted. | 


Accidents have been unimportant in number and 
degree, and have been duly reported to the Committee 
at the next monthly meeting, as they occurred. 


There have been two escapes, but in each case the 
patient has been brought back. 


The numbers still keeping high, a contract was 
made with the West Sussex Asylum Committee for 
the reception of 10 female and 25 males; and this 
number was sent to Chichester in December—the 
cases having been previously visited here and 
approved of by the Medical Superintendent of the 
West Sussex Asylum. 
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As. a counterbalance to this accommodation, 19 
male patients were brought back in the same month 
from Fisherton House Asylum, Salisbury. 


A further draft of 10 males and to females was 
re-transferred from Chichester in April. 


It became obvious that the extent to which relief 
could be obtained, to the want of accommodation, 
could not be adequately met by means of boarding- 
out; and plans were prepared for the construction of 
temporary buildings to accommodate fifty patients of 
each sex—these were held in readiness for adoption 
when the need for the accommodation should again 
become urgent. 


In contemplation of clearing the site which these 
buildings would occupy, and to replace some dilapi- 
dated sheds which were thereon, a most admirable 
new vegetable store has been converted from the 
lime shed, and another shed built for the storing of 
lime and other building material. 


With these exceptions there have been no structural 
alterations. 


The Sanatorium, now permanently occupied by 
patients, has been thoroughly re-decorated, and other 
work of a similar character has been done in various 
parts of the Asylum requiring it. | 
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Another piano has been purchased, and the amuse- 
ments of the patients are well provided for, by 
fortnightly visits to Brighton during the summer 
months; by a trip to the Crystal Palace; by picnics 
either in the Park at home or elsewhere; by weekly 
drives—necessarily restricted to. a few of the more 
delicate and infirm patients. In the winter, evening 
entertainments are provided periodically and a weekly 
dance is a favourite recreation. 


_ The Commemoration Féte was held on 11th August, 
and appeared to give the usual amount of satisfaction 
and enjoyment to the patients and their friends, who 
attended in great numbers. | 


- Committees of Guardians from most of the Unions 
have paid visits to the patients chargeable to them, 
and in the reports which they have given of. their 
visits they have expressed themselves, without 
exception, as being well satisfied with the condition 
in which they found their patients, and with the 
general arrangements of the Institution. 


These visits are extremely useful, for although they 
may be a little disturbing to some patients—and this 
largely depends upon the tact and discretion of the 
visitor—they satisfy the friends and the public, and 
serve a useful purpose by bringing patients and the 
persons responsible for their maintenance in touch 
with one another. 
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Your Superintendent is ably seconded by his 
colleagues and the staff generally ; and he cannot too 
gratefully acknowledge his indebtedness to all who 
assist in making the affairs of the Asylum run as 
smoothly as possible; for the troubles, dangers and 
difficulties incidental-to, and inevitable in, Asylum 
life, are made bearable by the co-operation and mutual 
support of the workers.

THE usual Services have been held daily in the 
Dining Halls, the average attendance being 280 men 
and 365 women. Most of the patients listen to the 
Lesson and many join in the Prayers. There have 
also been short Services in No. 5 Ward (Female) and 
No. 6 (Male and Female). 


~The Chapel has been always filled for the Sunday 

Services except on the very rare occasions when the 
patients from the Sanatorium could not attend on 
account of heavy rain. The average attendance has 
been 110 males and 130 females. The position of the 
Chapel away from the main building and the presence 
of a few visitors make the attendances at the Services 
more like ‘‘ going to Church.” 


There have been Celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion on the usual Sundays and Festivals, with a 
slight increase in the number of female patients who 
have attended. | 


The Choir has been distinctly above the average. 
Nurses and attendants have taken an interest in the 
practices, and the voices have been more even in 
quality and better together than in past years. 
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There have been ror deaths in the Asylum during 
the year and 59 funerals in the Cemetery, an increase 
of 13 on last year. 


The Schools have been held as usual during the 
winter months. The patients write or read aloud or 
practice drawing. 


The Wards, Workshops, and Infirmaries have been 
regularly visited, and the Head Attendants, who accom- 
pany the Chaplain in his rounds, have always been of 
great service to him by their special knowledge of the 
patients. 


Over 650 volumes have been purchased for the 
Library, all of them being new. The books are 
standard works, and are appreciated by the patients, 
and by buying new books instead of second-hand ones, 
the risk of contagion is avoided. Three hundred 
and two books have been issued to the Male side and 
304 to the Female Wards. 


Very general regret was expressed at the death of | 
the Rev. H. J. Rush, who for more than 20 years had 
been associated with the Asylum. He had been a 
regular attendant at the Chapel Services, had acted 
as ‘*Locum Tenens” during the Chaplain’s holidays, 
and had been always ready to help at any time. His 
kind and sympathetic nature won the esteem and 
affection of all who knew him.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


East SusSsEX AND BRIGHTON LuNaTic ASYLUM. 


Haywarps Heath, 
Apnl 14th, 1898. 


We yesterday commenced and to-day have concluded 
our inspection of this Asylum. The following changes 
have taken place since the last visit :— |

There are this day on the books of. the ats 357 
men and 498 women, total 855:-of whom two of each 
sex are private patients, and a women who is so entered 
being a criminal patient. Four men and 19 women are 
chargeable to the Borough of Hastings, but 20 men 
and 19 women are boarded out at the Exeter Asylum ; 
14 men and 10 women at the West Sussex Asylum, and 
six males and one female with Asylum Attendants. 
There are now vacancies for 23 men-and 42 women. 
The percentage of recoveries on admission in 1897 was 
27.8, and deaths, on the average number resident, was 
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11.47. Nothing in the causes of the 45 deaths calls 
for notice, and the Coroner held no inquest, but we 
much regret to find that post-mortem examination was 
made in the low number of 13 cases, barely 29 per cent. 
On two of the bodies bedsores were exhibited, five men 
and 21 women were seen by us in bed, but amongst 
these there were no bedsores. No zymotic or infectious 
disease has appeared in the Asylum since the last visit. 
Five men and a women have met with serious casualties, 
all accidentally caused and none fatal. One matter 
that strikes us is the very large number of patients who 
are considered actively suicidal, 7.e., those patients for 
whom special instructions are given that they are to be 
kept under constant supervision, never lost sight .of, 
and accompanied to the w.c. They are 24 men and 
45 women, nearly 12.5 per cent. In No. 1 Ward, 
female side, there are 60 patients, six attendants, and 
17 considered actively suicidal. In No. 5, on the same 
side, there are 34 patients, with four nurses; of these 

patients 21 are in bed, five suffer from epilepsy and 
seven are considered to be actively suicidal, whilst in 
No. 1, in the Male Division, there are 64 patients, 
with seven attendants, and 16 actively suicidal patients. 
If all the staff were always on duty in these Wards we 
feel the task of complying with the instructions for the 
suicidal patients to the letter would be impossible, and 
we need not point out what the state must be when the 
attendants are absent at meals, and on leave. There 
has been no record of the use of restraint or seclusion. 
- There are several idiot children, for whom we still hope 
provision may hereafter be made in one of the Asylums 
in this County. Dr. Saunders does his best by boarding 
out as many as possible of these children, but there still 
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remain those who cannot be boarded out, and yet 
ought not to be in association with adult lunatics. We 
do not mean building blocks for idiot children, where 
but little training can be given at a large cost, but we 
mean Wards where children can be kept clean, have 
their habits improved, and be removed from evil 
influences. The Wards and Dormitories were clean 
and in proper order, though on the male side some of 
the walls are in great need of painting and whitewash- 
ing. The bedding was in good order in most places, 
but in one dormitory on the male side greater clean- 
liness is to be looked for, and in one on the female 
side the beds should be more carefully made. The 
woodwork at a few of the baths needs renewal. The 
behaviour of the patients was quiet and very orderly. 
A good supply of books and papers were to be seen in 
every Ward, and we are therefore surprised to find only 
27 per cent. of the patients are present at the associated 
entertainments. The dress of the patients was neat. 
No one made any complaint calling for notice. The 
dinner, on both sides, yesterday, was liked, and the 
patients were very well behaved at the meal. The fire 
appliances here are sufficient to extinguish a fire at its 
inception, but not to put out a fire which had made any 
headway. The alternative exits seem to us to be 
sufficient, and nearly all the single room doors can be 
opened by the handle from the outside. One patient is 
absent on leave, but all the rest were seen by us, and 
had opportunity afforded them of speaking with us. 
Many spoke gratefully of the kindnesses they received 
here. The proportion of attendants to patients hardly 
varies from the last report, but 16 per cent. of the men 
and 35 per cent. of the women have been here under 
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one year, whilst 38.5 of the men and 10.5 of the women 
have lived here for several years. There are 117 
patients afflicted with epilepsy, and 51 with general 
paralysis. About 55 per cent. of the patients attended 
Church last Sunday, but a much larger proportion are 
present at prayers in the Dining Halls. We learn that 
few patients, except the invalids, are entirely confined 
to the Airing Courts: 53 per cent. of the men and over 
72 per cent. of the women are usefully employed, and 
we may say that the work is exceedingly well done by 
the Ward cleaners. Nochange amongst the superior 
Officials has been made since last visit. The Case 
Book Notes are fully and carefully made.
